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ABSTRACT : PURPOSE: To reduce such risk that an IGBT is destroyed caused by erroneous light 
emission by unexpected external noise after a power switch is turned off to the utmost. 

CONSTITUTION: A control signal delay circuit 14 for delaying the transmission of a 
constant time signal is provided in the path of a light emission stop signal from a CPU 1 . 
By such constitution, a charging action is stopped after the turning-off of the power switch 
is confirmed and a lens is collapsibly mounted. Then, an LCD is turned off. Thereafter, a 
timer for delaying a signal is started and such a state is maintained until a prescribed time 
elapses. At this time, the light emission stop signal is outputted as it is, that means, the 
terminal of an IGBT gate is grounded as it is. However, a lower power consumption mode 
and a stop state are set as a camera. After the prescribed time elapses, a signal STOFF is 
stopped and a stop flag is set by the timer. Then, the mode is switched to the real low 
power consumption mode and the CPU 1 waits for the next change of the power switch.

PURPOSE: To display high-quality images by 
lessening color shift and color shading. 
CONSTITUTION: Lenses 25b on the exit surface 
side of a lenticular lens screen 25 project to the 
exit side of light from black stripes 26. The light 
rays emitted from the lenses 25b are, therefore, 
visible without being eclipsed by the black stripes 
26 not only in the regions where the angle formed 
by the normal of the lenticular lens screen 25 and 
visual line is small but also the regions where this 
angle is large even when the screen is viewed 
from diagonal. Then, the color shift and color 
shading are lessened. 
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
